On the Jth November, 1990 at about 1900 hour* the xas 
cracker plant at the Central Industrial Security Force Unit, 
MOCC, Negothare was surrounded with a go* cloud Of 
highly Inflammable hydrocarbon go* reuniting in violent 
explosion followed by a devastating fire which covered the 
entire go* cracker plant.
